Tile Cranberry as a House.Plant. 
The common cranberry is a most at­ 
tractive plant when properly cultivated In 
pots, aud can endure a good deal of neg­ 
lect which would bo dangerous to tither 
plants. A compost of muck and sand is 
the proper material for potting It in. 
Al­ 
though usually regarded as aquatic in its 
uature, it will cot do to have the soil sat­ 
urated with water. 
W hit it requires is 
that waler be within leach of its roots, and 
that the soil be one through which water 
can rise readily by capilary attraction. Let 
the pot stand in about an inch of water 
and it will thrive better than at a greater 
depth. The cranberry roots readily from 
cuttings, or it can be propigatc J by bend­ 
ing down the sprayc and covering them 
with the moist compost. 
It is beau­ 
tiful at ah times of the year, aud especial­ 
ly so after the fruit commences to ripen. 
Its red berries will remain on the vines for 
a long time and are highly ornamental.

Large 
farms are often poorly farmed, to are 
•mall ones. The diffliculty is not so much 
wiin the size of the farm as with the ca­ 
pacity of the farmer. Good farming . eau 
tie done just as well and more economical­ 
ly on a large farm than on a small one 
Team?, implements and farm hands can be 
used to better advantage on the large 
arms. for me farmer can afford to have a 
variety suited to his needs. It is foolish 
<> seek to get a large farm just tor the 
■ake ot room, but if the large area is fully 
u ritz d then we see no objection to it.— 
Husbandman. 
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Corn-Fed Pork. 
The opinion is quite general, if not uni­ 
versal, that corn-led |H*rk is harder, con­ 
tains more nutriment, aud shrinks lcsss in 
the pot and in the trying pau, than pork 
ted on milk, slops, or partly on flesh, aa 
happens where swiue are kept and fed in 
slaughter yards, ami the food of which 1* 
more or leas the offal of slaughtered ani­ 
mala 
Nevertheless the opinion is almost 
wholly an erroneous one, as we will try lo 
show. Granted that under a temperature 
so low that lard remains firm and stiff, 
corn-fed pork Is firmer than pork fed on 
milk, slops or flesh, bul this firmness de­ 
pends on the relatively larger amount of 
•tearme than oleino lh the composition ol 
tne laity matter of corn-fed pork ; but it is 
a firmness which Is wholly lost at a hi^h 
temperature, like thai of summer beat, or 
the average of tropical weather. 
Where 
pork Is made partly on milk slops or simi­ 
lar food, the old ne of that tat exceeds in 
quantity the stearme, and while the meal 
bo made may at ordinary temperature ap­ 
pear bolt and flabby, it teally contains 
more nutriment—that is, more albuminous 
m itier—and will shrink lees in cooking 
than corn-fed pork, the cell tissues which 
envelope the fatly matter are very thin
